Mine Workers of America were in- 
dicted in the Federal Court here to- 
day on a charge of violating the 
Sherman anti trust taw. 

It is alleged the defendants con- 
spired with the coal operators of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois to 
raise waves in the West Virginia, 
coal field so as to prevent its compe- 
tition wit h the other States in the 
western market. , 

Those indicted besides White are; 
E. Hayse, vice preBldiui; Thomas 
Haggeriy, Joseph Vesey, James 
Cautrell, Cliarlea Hatley, Marco Hu- 
man, George Edmouds aud tienja- 
uilu F Morris, orgauizer of the 
United Mine Workers of America;
